By Order No. 20019, filed on February 12, 2003, the
commission granted Applicant’s request for an extension of time,
until March 14, 2003 of Section 2.3.g.2 fequirement that the

commission render a decision within 90 days after the filing of



an electric utility’'s application. By letter dated March 10,
2003, Applicant requests an extension of time, until April 4,
2003, of Section 2.3.g.2 requirement that the commission render a
decision within 90 days after the filing of an electric utility’s
application. KIUC makes its request in order to provide
additional time for the Consumer Advocate to complete its
investigation and to issue its statement of position.

Upon review, the commission finds good cause to grant

KIUC’'s request to extend the applicable Section 2.3.g.2 deadline.

THE COMMISSION ORDERS that KIUC's request to extend the
applicable General Order No. 7, Section 2.3.g.2, deadline from

March 14, 2003, to April 4, 2003, is granted.
